After brief investigation, the Brit- 
ish blamed the Russian pilot for 
the air collision, and informed Rus- 
sian authorities that Royal Air 
Force fighter planes will escort 
British transports unless the 
Soviets guarantee free passage 
along the international air corridor 
to Berlin. 


DIVES FROM BEHIND 

A British official spokesman quot- 
ed Royal Air Force witnesses as 
saying that the Russian Fak fighter 
dived on the British Viking twin- 
engined transport as it was making 
a left turn for a landing at Gatow 
airfield, the British airbase here. 

The fighter dived from behind 
and above, he said, and then came 
up from beneath. 
the spokesman said, the Russian 
pilot swerved up too sharply, and 
the wings of the planes met. 

The British craft, carrying 10 
passengers, including a British Un- 
ited Press staff correspondent, and 
a crew of four, lost a wing and 
burst into flames immediately. It 
exploded after crashing in a field 
500 yards outside the British sector 
of the city, in the Russian-occupied 
zone of Germany. 

The Russian plane crashed just

If Russia is, as 
Wallace says, incapable of waging 
war against the United States, 
why should we yield to Stalin

Give Up The 
Atomic Bomb 
Wallace again calls for giving 


up the atomic bomb. Wallace 
himself sat on the committee that 
supervised the creation of the 
atomic bomb, and there is no rec- 
ord that he ever tried to attach 
any strings to its use. 


It was, however, Wallace who 
opposed the Baruch plan for in- 
ternationalizing atomie energy, 
and prohibiting its use for mili- 
tary purposes 

Wallace defended the Russian 
demand that the US. scrap its 
bomb stock pile (under interna- 
tional control), but abandon in- 
ternational control of any atomic 
activities Russia might undertake. 
To assist the Russian viewpoint, 
Wallace mendaciously misrepre- 
sented the Baruch plan; when 
confronted by Mr. Baruch he ad- 
mitted it, and then persisted in 
his mendacity 

This column also believes that 
Russia represents no immediate 
conventional military threat to 
the U.S. Yet Russia is waging war 
for the domination of the world, 
Her tactic is not, however, to at- 
tack with arms but to bring about 
the disarmament of all states, 


except Russia and her satellites 
After that, if necessary, she will 
attack the U.S. Her instrument 


for doing this is fifth columns in 
“enemy” countries, They are Rus 
sia's atomic bomb 

In the U.S. Henry Wallace is 
Russia's atomic bomb, the man 
who advocates unilateral disarme 
ing of the U.S, the destruction of 


the American fleet, and with- 
drawal from everywhere except 
one place—the place where the 
aeatest of all war traps has been 
laid for us: Palestine and the 
Middle East. There he opposes 
any truce. Into that trap he wishes 
us to rush without delay, and 
with guns, 


Plot Details 
Are Blatant 


The plot no longer is even con- 
cealed. It is blatant. This man 
is no pacifist. In the war against 
Germany and Japan he was the 
most fervent crusader and fanati- 
cal bitter-ender, He wanted no 
support for German anti-Nazi 
forces, but unconditional surren- 
der and a dictated peace, 

This man is no humanitarian. 
He sees the slave camps of Rus- 
sia as “pioneering;” to the sobs 
of the victims of the East-Euro- 
pean red terror his ears are 
immune—immune as they were to 
American share-croppers. As 
head of the agricultural adjust- 
ment admimistration, handing out 
heavy subsidies to farmers, on 
condition that they put land out 
of production, he was stone-deaf 
to all liberal appeals that these 
state-supported farmers be pre- 
vented from evicting their ten- 
ants, white and black, 

This is a terrible thing to have 
happened to America. It fills one 
with shame that there could be 
such Americans. 

For the Russiams have invaded 
They are here—protected by 
American citizenship, using Amer- 
ican liberties, and bearing once

And here is the first place to 
fight them—before they enter 
into the government, to hand it 
to Russia as certainly as their 


prototypes have dome wherever 
a confused people, misled by 
their demagoguery, have yielded

Editor Bulletin—The attention

The United States Congress 
would seem to have registered 
its approval of the Marshall Plan 
at the psychological moment. 

Supporters of this program, 
which provides aid not only for 
western Hurope but for Greece, 
Turkey and China, feared that 
congress might not act in time to 
obtain the full beneficial effect 
on the morale of the countries 
which are fighting Communist ag- 
gression. However, as one sur- 
veys this far flung field, ‘+ looks 
on the whole as though approval 


couldn't have come at a more 
opportune time 
The 16 countries involved in 


the rehabilitation program for 
western Europe have been pro- 
ceeding cautiously—too cautious- 
ly in some instances—because 
they lacked absolute assurance 
that the program would be ap- 
proved by congress. They didn't 
want to commit themselves to a 
project which had evoked Bus- 


sia’s bitter hostility, and then 
find themselves out on a limb. 
That worry is now over, and 
courage to defy Moscow wil! be 
stiffened, 

As concerns western Europe, 
the greatest anxiety has revolv- 
ed about the critical position of 
Italy with the approach of the 


national election. There’ the 
powerful Italian Communist 
party, backed by Moscow, is 


going all out to gain contro! of 
the government and is employ- 
ing strong-arm methods, Should 
the Reds succeed, Russia would 
obtain a prime strategic base 
from which to press its drive to 
communize al] western Europe. 

Adoption of the Marshall plan 
by congress gives the harrassed 
Italian government the badly- 
needed assurance that the United 
States is standing with western 
Europe. It encourages the Ital- 
jan anti-Reds to give full sup- 
port te their Ne | 


erate being practically blackmail- 
ed in this way.
